the butcher, whe pays a little of his 
debt to his clerk, who runs back to A. 
with it; and so it goes until that one 
ten-dollar piece may have paid off as 
debt alone forty er fifty dollars, and 
in the town may have liquidated hun- 
dreds ef dollars of grinding. debt. 
Hew much better all feel than if they 
had net handled a cent, and there is 
cause for congratulation, for the oper- 
ation was a real, bona fide business 
success.

Laborers in the United States have 
always had a kind of an idea that they 
were always te enjoy the great pros- 
perity which attended the opening up 
ef the great new west They looked 
at the masses in Europe, ground down 
to a bare existence, and accounted for 
the difference by alleging superiority 
to workmen here, and greed and avar- 
ice to employers in the old country. 
During the past ten years we have 
learned greatly to our surprise, that 
the laws in this case are universal, 
and that when the enormous natural 
wealth of America is once in hand, our 
labor will have te compete with ether 
labor all ever the world, and the same 
laws will govern here as elsewhere. 


A report hag- been gathered of the 
conditions of labor in Massachusetts, 
which is probably as carefully got up 
as it could pessibly be: 

It contains a large amount of well- 
digested information on the subject of 
comparative wages ard prices in this 
state in the years 1860; 1872, and 
1878. The eonclusien at which Mr. 
Wright arrives, is summed up as fol- 
lows: That the average wages ef 
werkingmea in manufacturing and 
mechanical industries in Massachu- 
setts; allowing for the advance in the 
cost ef living, were ten per cent high- 
er in 1878 than in 1860, no account of 
being wade of the fact that the wages 
paid in 1878 were paid for fewer heurs 
of labor, per week, in many industries, 
than were required in 1860.“ The 
average increase in wages was 24.4 per 
eent , and in the pri Of necesuities 
of life—food, clothing and shelter — 
14.5 cent. 

This is a very interesting showing. 
It proves that men werking for wages 
are in a better condition relatively 
now than befere the war, and that the 
number of persons unemployed is 
comparatively small. It indicates 
that a season ef great prosperity might 
be insured to all working pe by a 
very moderate revival of business. 
There is, however, another peint un- 
teuched, which we wish had been con- 
sidered and reported upon with the 
same comprehensive fullness that 
ch ized the ether investigation.

The aver- 
age wages per week, in gold, of shoe 
finishers, heelers, edge-setters, beaters- 
out, trimmers, and general sheemakers 
were, in 1872, $16 81 per week. In 
1888 the corresponding average was 
$12 30. The reduction was 27 per 
cent. It appears, then, that in one 
industry wages have declined less b 
34¢ per cent. than has the cost of liv- 
ing. We do not make any general as- 
sertion as to all industries. This test 
stands by itself. Se far as it proves 
anything, it shows that the workman 
earned more in excess of the cost of 
living during the hard year 1878 than 
during the prespereus year 1872. a. 
if this does not prove that the condi- 
tion of those who work for wages is 
such as te make them wish for hard 
times always, it at leact gives no com- 
fort to the inflationist.

Poison taken into the lungs 
is as dangereus as if taken inte the 
stomach, and drunk in with water from 
a well is as bad as if eaten with food. 
The. sickness of the Johnson 
family proves that they are taking in 
poison, either with the air they breathe, 
the water they drink, or the feed they 
eat. Some years ago the Prince of 
Wales occupied a chamber from which 
a pipe led to a cess pool, and the 
poison breught him to death's door, 
and kept him between the jaws 
fer weeks, Governor Stanford is only 
just getting out of his bed from the 
very same cause. In a paper read be- 
fore the California Academy of Sciences 
by Hon. B. B. Reddiag, who is doing 
grand work in spreading a correct 
khowledge of every day matters among 
the people, we condense: There is 
something generated in swamps and 
marshy lands, in warm climates, that 
mingles with the air, which, 
when breathed, is the cause ef disease. 
This something is called miasma; but 
chemical analysis has failed as yet to 
tell what it is. Leaving the discussion 
as to what it is for the more profitable 
one as to its reletions and effects,there 
is much we can learn. Rich, moist 


produce miasma. Science ought to be 
able to tell farmers on such land where 
to set their houses, and hew to avoid 
the influences of this mysterious 
scourge. It generates best in a tem- 
perature above 60° fahrenheit; but 
heat alone will not preduce it, as it is 
not known in sandy deserts. Its mest 
favorable home is a moist, alluvial, 
rich soil, lying ow a clay subseil. It 
does not flourish on clean, dry, well 
drained land. It is more poisonous at 
night than in the day time. The 
lower stories of houses catch more of 
it. At night, being heavier than the 
air, it clings to the earth and is moved 
by the wind, rolling along the surface 


up against a hill er abrupt obstruction. 

For this reason persons living on the 

windward side of a levee, a grove of 
trees, or a hill, are more subject to 
disease than those living on the eppo- 

site side. In the early settlements in 

Illinois it was found necessary te build 

esbins on the windward side of the 

plowed land. Empedecles, 400 years 

B. C., destroyed the action of malaria 

in one case by draining a swamp, and 

in another by building a high wall to 

protect an exposed town. It is thought 

that water absorbes it, but ditches and 

reservoirs, when standing empty, pro- 

duce it. It will not rise through more 

than a feot of water, however. In 

the neighborhood of shallow ponds 
and sluggish water, it has been noted 
that malarious disease would vail 
in ordinary seasons, but not in very wet 
er very dry ones. While miasma is 
given off by decaying vegetation, it is 
absorbed er arrested by growing vege- 
tation. The Eucalyptus is a plant of 
very rapid growth, and has a marked 
effect. Willew also is said to prevent 
it. It does not prevail in the bogs of 
Ireland nor the Dismal swamp of Vir- 
ginia. Heuses should not be built on 
made land, nor over a filling where 
once was the bed of a stream, on a 
slough or pond, nor where leaves, grass, 
wood, or other vegetable matter have 
been deposited and decayed. If it is 
impossible te avoid such places, then 
the building should be on a mound, 
and sleeping rooms all in the second 
or higher stories. Of course water 
from shallow wells or stagnant ponds 
should not be used for domestic pur- 
poses. In Visalia no open wells can 
be used without causing sickness, and 
driven wells, completely · closed at 
top, are the only safe ones.

The letter says: The ore being easily 

„if you have quantities of it, 
it will be a highly profitable mine either 
by working it where it is or by con- 
centrating it and shipping it.“ Pro- 


fessor Stewart informed us long ago 


that the Gulden Fleece was a large 
vein with an endless amount of ore. 
All the facilities for either reduction 
or concentration are convenient and 
‘cheaper than at almost any point in 
Nevada. Mr. J. P. Richards, a mine 
manager now, we believe, at Marietta, 
in this state, visited the Golden Fleece 
recently and confirmed the universal 
testimony in regard to the great 
strength of the veio and the large 
quantity of ore exposed. The mine is 
but a short distance from Rene, and 
we presume that our home experts 
hake not become familiar with it.

A Pressing Want That Some of Our 
Citizens Ought To Supply. 


One of the things most needed and 
most to be desired in Reno is a thea- 
tre. The Academy ef Music—a neat 
aud commodious theatre - was burned 


dea in the fire, and Mr. Smith, the 
owner, expresses his determination 
not to rebuild. As long as there is no 
decent theatre here, people will be de- 
barred from theatrical entertainments 
of any character. The troupes that 
will stop here will be of the Cheap 
Jehn variety, not worth going to see. 
The Agricultural hall is large enough, 
but it has no scenery, is not preperly 
constructed for a theatre, and is badly 
situated. Kimball's hall is open to 
the same objections, and more. What 
is needed is a neat, tasty theatre—it 
need not be large—built solely for the 
purpose. Such a one would be a pay- 
ing investment for capital, besides af 
fording every body a proper and health- 
ful place of recreation. If no indi- 
vidual will undertake the building of 
a suitable theatre, then let our citi- 
zens form a joint-stock company and 
build it as a public enterprise. An 
elegant theatre weuld advance the 
price of property in its neighberhoed, 
and be an ornament and advertise- 
ment of the town. Most of the first- 
-class troupes would stop and give a 
performance in passing to and from 
the east. Reno weuld thus have bet- 
ter amusement facilities than any 
town of its size in the country. In 
this wag it would be advertised, and 
its attractions as a place of residence 
tly enhanced. Her location fives 
no all these advantages, and a little 
eutlay of capital and enterprise will 
utilize them.

TERRIBLE DISTRESS. | 


A Case that Demands Immediate At- 
tention. 


A woeful case of sickness, suffering 
and destitution came to the ears of a 
Gazette reporter last Saturday. Mrs. 
Annie Jacobs, a widow woman, with 
two small children, living on Lake 
street, was said to be lying sick witb 
erysipelas, and inseusible, without 
medical or other attention. The re- 
porter visited the heuse and found 
Mrs. Jacobs senseless and blind from 
the ravages of the terrible disease. 
She has been down for three or four 


days and out of her head for the last 
twenty-four hours; and up to Fri- 
day had received no medical atten- 
tion whatever. No person had been 
with the sick woman except her two 
children. The eldest, a girl ef ten 
ears, has scalded her foot and leg so 

ly in her endeavors to cook that 
she is unable to stand upon it. Fri- 
day Mrs. Jacobs, in a spasm of pain, 
rolled out of bed, and the children 
must have had an awful time in get- 
ting her back again. Theterrible situa- 
tion ef the family became known only 
threugh an accident. The carpenter 
whe built the house had left some 
tools there. Happening to need them, 
he went to the heuse last night and 
found the state of affairs mentioned. 
He immediately notified A. F. Reed 
whe called Dr. Snow. Saturday 
Mrs. Wallace volunteered to act as 
nurse until something could be done; 
but she is ailing herself and unable to 
fulfill the duties of a nurse io this 
case. Mr. Reed and Dr. Snow intend 
calling the attention of the relief com- 
mittee te the matter, and they 
will doubtless see that a nurse and 
medical attendance is provided. Hu- 
manity could hardly do less. There 
are pleuty ef funds in their hands 
which they could apply te no nobler 
cause or deserving case. Mrs. Jacobs 
was burned out in the fire. Before 
that time she had managed to support 
herself and children with ber needle. 
Through the assistance of the relief 
cemmittee and Mr. Reed, combined 
with what little means she herself 
possessed, she was enabled te rebuild 
her house, and could have’ gotten 
along, probably, witheut further aid 
had it not been fer falling sick. It 18 
awful to think of those two small 
children alone for three days with 
their helpless and insensible mother. 
It is a case that appeals to every sym- 
pathy manhood pessesses.

A Live Countess in Reno and Her Ro- 
mantic Storty—She Deliveres a Free 
Lecture To-morrow Evening. 


Countess Brolowky, a noble Polish 
lady and a widow of a distinguished 
officer in the Prussian army, arrived 
here Friday. Hearing a little of 
her romantie histery from Rev. Mr. 
Drahms, a Gazette reperter called on 
her at the Golden Eagle hotel, and 
learned something of her past, life. 
Her husband was a Prussian nobleman 
of high rank, a major in the Prussian 
army, and a distinguished engineer, 
but Madam Brelowky is a Russian 


Pole. Count Brolowky served gal- 
lantly in the Franco-Prussian war, and 
received a wound which rendered his 
health uofit for military life. Resign- 
ing his commission in the Prussian 
army, he sold his preperty and came 
to America with his wife. When he 
arrived in New York Count Brolowky 
had about $150,000; but his military 
life and training had unfitted him for 
business, and be fell into the hands of 
some swindling land speculators, who 
sold him, under fradulent representa- 
tions, a vast tract of worthless land in 
Wisconsin at $65 per acre. This and 
other disastrous speculations soon re- 
duced his fortune te a mere pittance. 
Becoming discouraged in the east, 
Count Brolowky determined to go to 
Californie and try and recuperate his 
broken fertunes. Gathering together 
what remained ef his furtune—about 


$3000—he went to the 

GOLDEN STATE, 
but times did net improve with him 
His health became worse and poverty 
stared him in the face.

“RUSSIA, POLAND, AND SIBERIA,” 
Madame Browlofky’s Lecture at the 
Congregational Church. 


Last evening, in accerdance with 
the announcement published in Sat- 
urday’s Gazerre, the Countess Brow- 
lofky delivered a lecture on the above 
topic. The church was crowded with 
an audience who seemed to appreciate 
both the subject matter and the mani- 
fest difficulty under which the Jady 
labored in keeping within the bounds 
ef an evening's discourse the mass of 
information at her command. The 
— possesses a rather pleasing voice 
and manner, a Conversational style, 
which however lacking in dramatic 
effect, is nevertheless quite attractive, 
owing to her foreign accent, and a 


happy faculty of illustration, Mme. 
Browlofky began ber lecture by stating 


subjects, including botany, chemistry, 
and temperance, this was the first 
time she had essayed Russia, Poland, 
and Siberia.“ She found it impessi- 
to give more than the details of an 
outline. The progress, enlightenment 
and social features of Russian life, 
and a cemparison with American in- 
telligence and customs, formed the 
chief 

wealth, education, and habits of the 
nobles, the poverty, degredatien, and 
sufferings of the serfs—(freed since 
1862, but subjeet to the same rules 
and customs with few limitations now 
as befere)—were intelligently set forth. 
Among Russians proper there are only 
two classes, the extreme rich and the 
miserable poor. The Russian noble- 
man’s daughter is tutored in all re- 
spects like the nobleman’s son. She 
learns the use of weapons, is taught 
to follow the heunds in the chase, and 
takes her partin the wolf-hunt with 
all the zest possible. The sciences 
and languages are esteemed a part of 
her educatien, and a very essential 
a too. She is not debarred from 
ollowing, or at least studying. any 
profession which her brother might 
choese to enter, and in all outward 
respects is treated with unusual defer- 
ence and consideration. The serf's 
life was a direct contrast. They were 
— slaves, and perforce human 
beasts. They were driven to work 
like cattle. For trivial offences the 
knout—that herrible instrument of 
torture—was the puoishment. It is 
frequent that the lifeless body of an 
offender is lashed; the sentence must 
be carried out, the number of blews 
inflicted whether the victim be alive 
er dead. Russia has few prisons or 
penitentiaries, She has ne need for 
many. Siberia, Russia's vast prison- 
house and treasure-trove, aud the 
knout, pessess terrors almost sufficient 
to restrain the starving man from 
theft. Unhappy Peland with its pa- 
triotic people,and dread Siberia with her 
uocoflined dead, came in for a rather 
brief share of attention, the lateness 
of the hour precluding extended no- 
tice. 

In this day of general knowledge, 
but little concerning the commenda- 
ble or objectionable features ot na- 
tional existence remains unrevealed te 
us, and it may be that some who at- 
tended this lecture may cavil at the 
fact that the most of it was already 
known tothem. The lady has at her 
command, however, stores of infor- 
mation that the superficial observer 
would not obtain, and can and should 
make her information available. She 
proposes to lecture again this evening 
at the M. E. Church.

SUNDAY’S DISCOURSE. 


A Synopsis of Mr. Jenvey's Sermon Sun- 
day. 


Mr. Jenvey gave us a sermon Sun- 
day upon Psalm xxxi, 20: Thou 
shall hide them in the secret of Thy 
presence from the pride of man. 
Thou shalt keep them secretly in a 
pavilion from the strife of tongues.” 
He first defined what was meant by 
the pride of man. He claimed that 
there was a true pride and a false 
pride—that there was nothing wrong 
in the first, but thatitis one ef the 
best and truest safeguards which man 
could erect around his honor aad his 


life. In a false pride, however, there 
lurked one of the deadliest foes to 
honor and happiness, and for the 
simple reason that it was the fell off- 
spring of a mean and selfish nature. 

e claimed that when a man was de- 
termined to attain to the topmost 
reund of business fame by foul means 
if not by fair, he was actuated by this 
false pride of man. When he was 
bent upon shining as a star in the 
congress of the nation, and when he 
got there en the strength of lying 
speeches, false pledges and fawning 
promises, regardless of the weal of 
his party and regardless enly of self 
and selfish ends, that he too was 
actuated and impelled by this same 
false pride of man. In short, any- 
thing which was done for the aggran- 
dizement of self, the advancement of 
self, and in total disregard ef the 
dictates of henor, the principles of 
henor, or the calls ef humanity, was 
done under the spell of this false 
pride of man. He then went on to 
define what was meant by the strife of 
tongues. He maintained that any 
lying speech, slanderous remark, ‘er 
back-biting thing belonged pre-emi- 
nently to this strife of tongues. He 
claimed that everything said to blacken 
the reputation, to injure the character 
orstain the good name of any map, 
woman or child, also belonged to this 
same strife of tongues. There was 
only two much of it in the world as 
it is, without our iscreasing it by 
adding ourselves to the number of the 
gessip-mongers of the day. But 
now, he concluded, when there is so 
much false pride, and when so much 
evil results from it—when there is such 
a constant strife af tongues, and when 
so many lives are made shipwreck of 
in consequence, where can we go and 
to whom can we turn for protection 
The words of eur text tell us that in 
God alone we ean find shelter and 
protection.

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A RENOITE REWARDED 
For Saviog the Life of John Sheddy, 
Eighteen Years Ago. 


Eighteen years ago, on the 17th day 
of February, 1861, John Lynch, a

of one or two and twenty, was stand- 
ing on the bridge across the river Lea 
at Cerk, Ireland, when a man rushed 
down and leaped inte the river, with 
the evident intention of committing 
suicide. The distance from the bridge 
to the water was 104 feet, but our 
brave gosseon, nothing daunted, 
threw off his clothes and 

LEAPED OVER. 
He quick!y quickly grasped the drown- 
ing man, whe in his insane struggles 
seized and tore a handful of flesh frem 
his deliverer’s ribs. Lynch did the 
enly thing practicable under the cir- 
cumstances. He struck the would- 
be suicide several heavy blows on the 
head, and forced him to relinquish his 


hold. Lynch then caught him again 
and swam with his burden a distance 
of three quarters ef a mile te a land- 
ing. They were taken out exhausted 
but still alive. The map who had 
ed to drown himself proved to be an 
artist named John Sheddy, who had 
been placed in an insane asylum, from 
whence he had made his escape. For 
this brave act Lynch received the 
medal ef the Royal Humane Society. 
Net long after this yeung Lynch bade 
adieu to bis native sod, and sailed for 
America. He drifted across the 
plains, and reached California just as 
the Central Pacific was being built. 
Since that time he hes lived around 
Truckee, Virginia City and other 
laces in this section. Some time ago 
e lost his medal, and wrote to the 
Royal Humane Society te see if it 
could net be duplicated. Monday he 
received another medal and a letter 
verifying the truth ef the above stery. 


DESCRIPTION OF THE MEDAL. 


Accompanying the medal was the fol- 
lowing description and explanation of 
its various symbols: n 

Flame having been used both by the 
Ancients and Mederns as the emblem 
of life, and its extinction as the sym- 
bol of death, the front of the medal 
represents a boy blowing an extin- 
guished terch, in the hope, as express- 
ed by the motto, “LaTEaT scINTIL- 
LULA FORSAN’— venture a little 
may yet liehid. This design appears 
applicable beth te the person appar- 
ently dead and te the one who endeav- 
ors to resuscitate him. Under the de- 
vice is the following inscription abbre- 
viated: “SOCIETAS LONDINI IN RESUS- 
CITATIONEM INSTITUTA, MDCCLXXIV.” 
—The ( Humane) Society, estab- 
lished in London for the recovery of 
persons in a state of s*spended anima- 
tion, 1774. | 

The reverse of the medal exhibits a 
civic wreath, which was the Romas re- 
ward for saving life; the inscription’ 
round it expresses the merit which 
obtains this honor from the society, 
Ho PRETIUM CIVE SERVATO TULIT.” 
—He has obtained this reward for hav- 
ing saved the life of a citizen. Within 
the wreath is the name of John Lynch 
and the date of his exertions, which is 
engraved with the following inscrip- 
tion abbreviated: ‘‘vrraM oB SERVA- 
TAM DONO DEDIT SOCIETAS REGIA HU- 
MANA.” - The al Humane society 
presented this gift for saving life. 

There is a second reverse to the 
society's medal with the civic wreath 
only, which is used when the medal ‘is 
— to persens who have en- 

vored te save the life of ethers at 
the risk of their own, but without suc- 
cess; the inscription with the name 
runs thus: “VITA PERICULO EXPOSITA 
ret VEDIT SOC (ETAS REGIA HUMANA.” 
— Humane society presented 
this to John Lynch his life having been 
exposed to danger. 


„ A LIBERAL REWARD. 


John Sbeddy, the man whose life he 
had saved, and who had recovered his 


reason, died abeut two rears ego. | 


Monday, at the same time he received 
the medal, Lynch received a letter 
from Mr. Sheddy's solicitor, inferming 
him that a legacy of about £500 
had been left him by the terms 
of Mr. Sheddy's will. Mr. Lynch 
rays he intends taking immediate steps 
to secure his legacy. 
Mr. Lynch is a married man and is 
u hard-working, sober mechanic. He 
has lately come from Bodie, and 
has charge of the new building being 
constructed by L. Wintermantel 
on i . Anyone 
can verify this story, and see the medal 
for themselves, by going down and in- 
terviewing its subject. He is knewn 
to many people here aud in Truckee.

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MONDAY NIGHT'S LECTURE. 


A Dissertation On Russia and The 
Cossacks. 


A large and attentive audience as- 
sembled at the Methodist church Mon- 
day evening to hear Madame Brow- 
lofky’s lecture on Russia and the Cos- 
sacks. The lecture last night was 
essentially a continuation of the one 
delivered Sunday evening. Consid- 
erable time was deveted to the Cos- 
sack, his domestic, moral, and, warlike 
Attributes. Madame Browlofky is 
evidently no lever ef these Ishmaels of 
the Ozar. They were represented as 
being plunderers by nature and thieves 


by instinct. It was a disgrace te Rus- 
that employed these barbaric raid- 
ers in her wars, fer it was a proverb 
that where the hoof of the Cossack's 
herse had trod the grass ceased to 
grow. Illustrations were given of the 
poverty, ignorance, and moral debase- 
ment of the Russian peasantry. 
Drunkenness was a universal vice. 
Not one family in a hundred of the 
ntry owned a bible, or a book of 

any kind, and their religious instruc- 
tion was confined to the teachings of 
ests of the Greek church, often as 
bee and debased as themselves. 
n the Russian villages a saloon gener- 
ally beside the church. The 
men went from the saleon te the 
church, and returned to the saleon to 
drink vodka, or braudy, after the 
church services were over. Often 
when some peasantry in a pious fit 
would kneel before the church altar, 
a bottle of brandy would be seen 
sticking out of his coat pocket. Ger- 
many and the Kaiser and his family 
came in for a share of Madame’s at- 
tention. She is decidedly pro Ger- 
man in her sympathies, and gave the 
Emperor considerable praise for his 
unification of Germany and Christiaa 
professions, though she was ig the end 
ebliged to admit that the laws of the 
empire were very restrictive, and es- 
pecially tyranuical in regard to emmi- 
tion. However, she attached no 
lame to the Emperor for this. Ma- 
dame Browlofky shows her lack of ex- 
rience in the lecture field by her 
iscursive and somewhat disjeinted 
delivery. Her cheice of words is 
sometimes uafortunate, though she 
appears to thoroughly understand the 
English language. She will doubtless 
improve if she continues in the lyceum.

A Steam-guage as a Time Keeper. 


The steam which runs the GazeTTEe 
presses comes from J. L. McFarlin’s 
shop.

BARBARIC OBSEQUIES. 
Hundred Horse Power Chinese Fu- 
neral. 


Tuesday Reno was the scene 
of the highest toned and most unique 
funeral ever witnessed in this section. 
Barnum’s museum, Paddy’s curiesity 
shep or the Passion play in San Fran- 
cisco wouldn't be a marker alongside 
of it. Ah See, a fan-tan dealer of note 
and wealth, passed in his checks Mon- 
day, and his pagan compatriots de- 
termined to show their respect for him 
after death for his shrewdness in rob- 
bing them while living. The brass 
band and ahearse were engaged for the 
occasion, and all Tuesday China- 


town was in a fever of excitemen 
The corpse was laid out in state, 

twe roast, and one raw dressed, pigs at 
the feet of the coffin, and six hired 
meurners keeping up a dismal Wail 
around it. About 2 o'clock the pro- 
cession started. First came the brass 
band, follewed by a Chinaman bear- 
ing aloft a huge red banner. Give 
more Chinamen bearing smaller flags 
with inscriptions upon them came 
next, and then the nodding black 
plumes of the hearse with Pete Cem- 
stock driving in persen. Behind the 
hearse, walking, came the brother of 
the deceased supported by two 
Chinamen. He was followed by 
the dead gambler's wife, or mis- 
tress, whe walked along in ber 
stocking feet, with bowed head, her 
frame shaking with sobs, resting her- 
self on two other Chinawomen. About 
forty Chinese free masons,in white 
blouses, with hats off and their heads 
encircled with pieces of red cloth, 
marching twe by two, came next, fol- 
lowed by the entire Chinese male 
population in deuble file. The Chinese 
band brought up the tail of the parade, 
with frequent and discordant strains 
of barbaric music. In this way the 
precession marched from ,Chinatown 
up First street,into Virginia street,and 
up Virginia to Commercial row. It 
turned up Commercial row and into 
Sierra, and up Sierra to the cemetary. 
Everybody flocked te the turn-out, 
and hundreds of men, women and 
children poured out pell-mell te the 
graveyard. Out at the cemetary the 
crowd wrs so dense and crowded up 
so eageriy that only a few could sce 
anything ef the ceremenies. When 
the coffin was lowered into the grave, 
the six mourners threw themselves on 
their faces on a mat near it, and broke 
into a wail that would make a cayote 
die ef envy.
